THE NEW HOUSING BILL. 


OUSING administrators will probably view the 
Government’s latest Housing Bill with mixed 
feelings. The Bill was introduced in the House of 
‘Commons by the Minister of Health, Sir Kingsley Wood, 
on February 2, and its objects are :— i 


To amend the law with respect to the making of con- 
tributions out of the Exchequer and by Local Authorities 
in respect of housing accommodation provided for the 
working classes, and with respect to arrangements between 
Local Authorities and other persons for the provision of 
housing accommodation; and for purposes connected 
with the matters aforesaid. 

The most important feature of the new Measure is 
the proposal to institute from January 1, 1939; uniform 
rates of Exchequer contribution for slum clearance 
and the abatement of overcrowding. 

Up to the present there has been considerable disparity 

in the value of the State assistance for dealing with 
these closely allied problems. On the one hand the 
automatic subsidy in aid of slum clearance (Act of 1930) 
has been of a generous order—in normal cases an 
Exchequer contribution of £2 5s. annually for 40 years 
for each displaced person for whom new rehousing 
accommodation is rendered available—while, on the 
other hand, the “ permissive’ subsidy for the abate- 
ment of overcrowding (Act of 1935) has consisted of the 
relatively meagre maximum’ sum of £5 per dwelling 
annually for a period not exceeding 20 years. 
_ Early in 1937, Sir Kingsley Wood announced his 
intention of proposing to Parliament that the operation 
of the present subsidies should be extended to Decem- 
ber 31, 1938, and he subsequently indicated that in 
making his statutory review he would introduce legisla- 
tion whereby the revised Exchequer contribution should 
take the form of a payment of the same amount for each 
new dwelling built for slum clearance or overcrowding. 

A summary of the provisions of the Bill is given on 
page 310. At first sight it appears that the terms of 
the new. Exchequer contributions are likely to prove 
most unacceptable to the larger Authorities who still 
have extensive programmes of slum clearance and 
rehousing to complete. The new flat rate grant of 
£5 10s. per house certainly compares unfavourably 
with the old grants of £15 15s. for a four-bedroom 
house, £11 5s, for a three-bedroom house, or £9 for a 
two-bedroom house. Against this it must be admitted 
that those Authorities whose slum problems have been 
effectually dealt with will welcome the increased grant 
for the abatement of overcrowding, albeit this is pro- 
vided at the expense of the old slum clearance subsidy. 
Consequently, there is unlikely to be much organised 
opposition to the new proposals. 


The new grants in aid of the erection of blocks of 
flats on expensive sites—which will vary from £11 to 
£26 per flat, according to the cost of the site as developed 
—appear reasonable, but it must be remembered that 
the cost of this form of building has risen considerably 
Mm recent years, There are unquestionably many grave 
objections to huge block-dwellings for the poorest 
classes, Privacy is rendered difficult, infectious disease 
tends to spread among the children, and access to play- 
_ §tounds in the open air is not easily obtained by those 
occupying the upper storeys. Moreover, if the Local 
Authority rehouse the same number of families on the 
Site by constructing multi-storey tenement buildings, 
Congestion remains, although it will in future be vertical 


rather than horizontal. For all these reasons, town- 
planning enthusiasts feel some regrets that the Bill 
contemplates the provision of about 60,000 flats on 
expensive sites during the next four or five years and 
does nothing to encourage the migration of industry 
and population to new areas. . 
There will, however, be unqualified approval for the 
proposals for more generous assistance for housing the 
agricultural population. For years past the provision 
of homes for agricultural workers has hung fire. Various 
special schemes have been brought forward by suc- 
cessive Governments, only to be withdrawn or terminated 
before they had served their purpose. There is now 
every likelihood that the new grants of £10 to £12 per 
house annually for 40 years will give a stimulus both to 
Rural ‘Authorities and private enterprise to proceed 
with the necessary schemes. 
There is another sensible ptovision in Clause 10 of 
the Bill, which proposes that the Minister of Health 


_ shall be empowered to make the Exchequer contributions 


on the new basis where a contract for the erection of 
dwellings is entered into after February 2, 1938, not- 
withstanding that the dwelling may be completed before 
the beginning of the year 1939. This arrangement will - 
avoid any interruption in house building during the 
transitional period. ; 

There is some surprise among Rural Authorities that 
the Bill contains no provision for prolonging the opera- 
tion of the Housing (Rural Workers) Acts, which are 
due to expire on June 24, 1938. Possibly a separate 
Measure will be introduced later to extend the life of 
these useful Acts. The reconditioning and modernisa- 
tion of rural cottages that can be made fit at reasonable 
expense is surely no less important than the destruction 
of the hopelessly insanitary cottages. : 


It is anticipated that the Bill will reach the Statute — 


book before the end of March.. Its financial provisions 
are clearly the result of a’ compromise between the 


Treasury, the Ministry of Health, and the various 


Associations of Local Authorities. 


CONTROL OF DESIGN UNDER TOWN PLANNING. 
[ has for long been apparent that the principle of 

the control of design contained in the Town and 
Country Planning Act has failed to bring about the 
improvement in design and amenities hoped for, and 
we are glad to note that the R.I.B.A., through its 
Public Relations Committee, has drawn the attention 
of the Minister of Health to this failure by means of a 
Memorandum, some quotations from which are given on 
page 308. 

The Memorandum suggests that more comprehensive 
measures should be adopted to achieve the desired end, 
and that the essential thing is to amend the Town and 
Country Planning Act so as to provide that all building 
applications received by planning authorities must be 
referred for advice on their design either to properly 
constituted Advisory Architectural Panels or to officers 
or consultants with full architectural qualifications. 

The letter of the Minister of Health in reply to the 
Memorandum is sympathetic in tone, but distinetly 
evasive and non-committal. He assures the Institute 
of his desire to assist all practicable measures for 
preventing the erection of unsightly buildings, but 
presumably compulsion is not: “ practicable.” We 
fear that there is little hope for improvement until it is.

Southwark Cathedral : 

Restoration Fund Appeal. 

Ar a meeting at the Mansion House on 
Wednesday week last, called by the Lord 
_ Mayor, Sir Harry Twyford, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, Dr. Lang, launched 
an appeal for funds for the restoration of 
Southwark Cathedral. He expressed sur- 
prise at the small number of London 
citizens who knew of the existence of this 
large and beautiful church, with its 
wealth of historic and literary interest. 
Lord Fermoy, President of the Harvard 


American Ambassador (Mr. Joseph P. 
Kennedy). He also announced that the 
Pilgrim Trust had already made a contri- 
bution of £2,500 to the fund. Mr. T. S. 
Eliot said Southwark Cathedral was still 
a living church, and it should not be 
necessary to beg its annual pittance to 
keep body and roof together. 
After the Cathedral has been completely 
restored, the aim is to obtain some £25,000 
as an endowment to produce an annual 
' income of £1,000, to be devoted to the 
upkeep of the building. Up to the present 
a sum of £7,500 has been contributed, in- 
cluding the £2,500 from the Pilgrim Trust.

B.B.C. New Headquarters 
at Belfast. 


Tue B.B.C. announces that the erection - 
of new Northern Ireland headquarters at . 


Relfast will begin shortly. On a promi- 
nent site near the business centre of the 
city a six-storey building with a main 
facade, 74 ft. high, harmonising with the 


. general building line of. the street, will 


include a large studio, measuring 60 ft. by 
44 ft. 6 in., on the ground floor. On the 
same floor will also be accommodated an 
artists’ waiting-room, band rooms and 
cloakrooms, ventilation plant, boiler 
house and stores. 

‘Two talks studios, music library, listen- 


ing hall, boardroom and offices will be. 


contained on the first floor, while the 
second-floor space will be devoted to a 
conference room and offices.

art which is to my mind retrogressive, and 
to their mind traditional. Germany, Italy 
and Russia, particularly the first and the 


last, were responsible, to a great extent, 


for the revolution in design which brought 
about the New Architecture. Out. of 
Russia came some extremely vivid ideas 
which incorporated a basis for a new 


standard of living; and on this base an 


extremely rational sense of design and 
taste (if it is possible to separate the two 
qualities) came into being. Germany was 
less virile, but extremely rational; and all 
these movements have now disappeared 
completely, in order that the styles of the 
countries retain their individual tradi- 
tional stamp; leaving no question as to 
the presumed birthright of the different 
races. 
* * 

It was undoubtedly one of the 
biggest tragedies of this civilisation 
that such retrogression should set in, 
causing politics to dominate what is the 
most progressive branch of any race or 
people—the arts. 

It is popularly supposed that Hitter 
has architectural tendencies, and that he 
occasionally indulges in architecture as 
a form of relaxation. If that be the case, 
it speaks very little for the organised 
mind of Hitler when he allows the Ger- 
man Pavilion at Paris to pass as Ger- 


. many’s contribution to an International 


exhibition. I do not believe that a person 
who styles himself an architect can con- 
done bad architecture and at the same 
time pretend that there is another side of 
his mind which is more profound. A 


profound person exhibits his profundity | 


in every respect, and a clever person may 

excel in one respect, to the exclusion of 

all others. That sort of clever man is not 

really fit to interfere with the arts. 


These. abstract speculations have been 
introduced by the anticipation of the 
inevitable Spanish reorganisation, and 


they have become more vivid since my . 
memory retains a precise picture of 


Southern Spain as I saw it three or_four 
years ago. I made a trip—one which is 


curiously enough, is found 
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of enormous interest architecturally—by 
way of a P. and O. steamer to Gibraltar. 


This town is extremely English and ex- 
tremely dull, apart from the docks and 


_ the natura) formation of the Rock.. But 


not far away, by a small boat, is the north 
coast of Africa; and that is completely 
new to the European mind, in so far as its 
architecture is concerned. 

It is true that the European influence 
is.apparent in certain Renaissance-looking 
hotels, but the Interior contains a very 
logical primitive form of building which, 
in certain 
parts of North America. Its finest form 
exists in that legendary city, Timbuctoo; 
and if you want to see the most startling 
result of the Machine Age, encroaching 
on a primitive civilisation, then you must 
see the small kennels (one cannot call 


' them houses) erected from’ oil and petrol — 


tins which exist on the enormous waste 
patches surrounding such towns as 
Tangier. To absorb the element of North 
African architecture is to prepare for the 
certain strange element which one finds 
in the architecture of Southern Spain; 
and if you take a car from Algeciras past 
Jerez to Seville, then you will perceive 
the inclusion of the Moors during their 
domination of Spain, and the influence 
they brought to bear on Spanish architec- 
ture. 3 
* 

Jerez is one of the loveliest towns I have 
ever seen; and what is so attractive about 
the whole of Southern Spain is the perfect 
harmony of ‘taste which the traditional 
architecture has stamped on the towns 
and villages. Even in a large town like 
Seville there is none of those startling 
contrasts of style and taste which mark 
an existing town in other parts of Europe, 
and this impression is not an illusion 
created by seeing only a few buildings at 
a time as one walks along the street, but 
is formed by the view of the whole town 
from the summit of the cathedral tower. 

* * * 

It is this strong tradition which is 
bound to create in the future ruler of 
Spain the feeling that it should be con- 
tinued and made national; and it is this 
dreadful thought which makes me feel 
that Spain will present not so much a new 
ground for ideas, but rather a cemetery 
for past styles. It is rather absurd that, 
in a world where thought has become 
universal, this national urge should still 
be exploited; because any suggestion that 
the rest of us, particularly in the arts, 
retain their original racial qualities, is 
contradicted quite definitely and. funda- 
mentally by the existence of any Inter- 
national exhibition of contemporary de- 
sign which is divided into the works of 
different countries. It is true that certain 
qualities still retain the personality of 
the nation, and the difference between 
Sweden and America is probably a very 
good example; but I do not believe that 
the best work of any country will direct 
its efforts into maintaining a worn out 
tradition on the grounds of creating a 
distinct national style. 
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The idea of travelling somewhere has 
become foremost in my mind, though 
what chance an architect has for moving 
for any length of. time is deplorably 
slight. One place I feel inclined to visit 
is the island of Haiti in the West Indies, 
where a painter friend of mine—Nigz, 
NewTon—has gone for a protracted Stay, 
His job is to paint forty pictures for an. 


exhibition to be held in London in the 


dim and distant future; but I have a 
curious feeling that the pictures will come 
back without their owner, who may by 
that time have increased his household by 
one very weary architect. I want to go 
(and I am sure something will happen go 
that I shan’t be able to go) by way of New 
York, about which I always feel guilty at 
having to say, ‘‘ No, I have never seen 
New York.” It has become a social stigma’ 
not to have seen the city; and an indica- 
tion of one’s parochial inclinations. So 
that I must first erase this social stigma, 
for the benefit of my clients’ dinner tables, 
and proceed by car along the eastern coast; 
of North America as far as Panama; and: 
so by sea to the West Indies. It sounds 
a delightful trip, full of variation and 
not too uncomfortable, and with a reason- 
able climate all the way; plus a language 
one can understand. I always feel pro- 
foundly ignorant at having spent any 
time in a country whose language I can- 
not speak. There are so many queries 
that remain unanswered, and one assumes 
so much about the country which is never 
confirmed by casual conversation — a 
reason why many travel-books must be 
greatly misinformed—or, rather, mis- 
guided. 
* * * 


But this is just a dream diary, and I 
am sure that some bowler-hatted business 
man will ask me to alter his factory in 
Bermondsey or add a garage to his house 
in Mill Hill, between April and August, 
adding a contractor’s penalty clause; and 
I, being a very ordinary young man, will 
accept the commission.

‘in the ‘‘ Diary’ which may be worth 
‘writing down now. Television has always 


seemed to me the liberator of the old art 
forms in entertainment, and it was not 
until recently that I saw a television 
machine operating. Waiting in an hotel 
I had the opportunity to watch a machine 
operating, and the subject was opera. 
The photographic record was, to me, © 
surprisingly good, and the mobility of 
the camera (I had imagined it to be 
static) surprised me. The opera was the 
second act of Tristan and Isolde ’’—at: 
least, I think it was, and what puzzled me 
was the fact the sound did not appear to 
synchronise with the image. It was as 
if there was a time lag between the latter 
and the former. All rather “ woolly,” 
like overhead heating and the early 
talkies. It seemed a great drawback to 
the medium and a combination which 
would permanently fail to attract. Later, 
I learned that Orret Ross and Basi. 
Bartitett had ‘‘mimed” while IsoBEL 
and Water WIppop sang. 


It is the most stupid experiment I have 
ever come across, and the more so because 
the medium is'so new and so ambitious 
it cannot afford to make itself ridiculous.

The Powers of the Quantity Surveyor. 

Srr,—Mr. Creswell, in his third article 
under this heading (p. 215, January 28), 
puts the first essential qualification of a 
quantity surveyor that he should possess 
“an expert knowledge of construction, 
especially that of steel and reinforced con- 
crete.’ (The italics are mine.) 

It would be interesting to hear why 
your eminent contributor makes this 
especial distinction. It is particularly 
striking because, so it seems to me, it is 
if anything more important that a quan- 
tity surveyor should have an intimate 
knowledge of general and traditional con- 
struction than of steel and reinforced con- 
erete construction, because the essential 
constructive calculations for the latter 
work are as yet not a part of the quantity 
surveyor’s duties, and he need possess 
only a working knowledge of the funda- 
mentals of such. 

In taking off quantities for steel or rein- 
forced concrete work, a quantity surveyor 
must be supplied not only with ordinary 
working drawings, but also detailed lay- 
out of the constructive and reinforcing 
steelwork, and the measurement of this 
becomes mere routine quantity taking. 
But, in the case of the traditional forms of 
construction, in brick, stone, timber and 
the rest, the quantity surveyor often has 
to take off a complete job from { in. scale 
working drawings, sometimes, indeed, 
mere sketch plans, and often to specifica- 
tion notes verbally given. 


In the latter case it would be impossible 


to take off quantities without an expert 
knowledge of traditional construction, 
whereas in the former case, with the de- 
tailed drawings necessarily supplied for 
steel and reinforced concrete work, it 
would be possible to take off accurate 
quantities with a knowledge of construc- 
tion more academic than expert. 

What Mr. Creswell had in mind, I feel, 
is that a quantity surveyor should keep 
abreast of modern forms of construction 
equally with the traditional.

The structure to be of timber throughout, 
including walls, framework, and floors. All 
windows, doors and internal fittings to be of 
timber. The roof to be of wood shingles. The 
foundations to be in brick or concrete, and a 
brick or concrete core must be used for flues 
and fireplaces. 


There are no restrictions about the type of 
design, save only that the cottages must be 
of attractive appearance, and suited to the 
climate of these islands. The cost of their 
erection must enable them to be let at a 
rent which an agricultural labourer could be 
expected to pay. Designs must conform with 
the model by-laws of the Ministry of Health.

ARGUMENT. 


The Meaning of the Term ‘“‘ Maximum 
Density.” 


In saying that a particular type of 
house can be laid out at a density of 50. 
60 or 70 to the acre, it is not intended to 
suggest that it is possible, or even desir- 
able, to lay out an area with, say, a hun- 
dred houses or more in which the gross 
density, including all access roads and 
open spaces, would reach such a high 
figure. The advantage of these high den- 
sity types of house is that by using them a 
certain amount of open space is liberated 
if we assume that the gross density of 
the houses in the lay-out as a whole is, 
say, 30 or 40 to the acre. This point is 
made clear in the lay-out plans which will 
be shown in Figures 34 and 35. : 


Tue Use or tHE Roor Garpen.—It is 
questionable whether it would have been 
possible to popularise cottages at high 
, densities. per acre as an alternative to 
tenements without making use of a part 
of the roof area as a garden. While all 
the houses here shown have ‘a yard or 
garden on ground level at the back of the 
house, which may be considered as a 
necessity, and the lack of which the occu- 


pants of the tenements feel so acutely, it 


is a great advantage to supplement this 
by a space on the roof which can be used 
for recreational purposes. 
gardens are to be used to their fullest 


extent, however, it is essential that there . | 


should be. screen walls separating them 


from the next roof garden, and that there 


should be at least one room on the same 
floor as the roof garden which could be 
used as a storage space for chairs,’ etc., 
and in which there can be a basin with 
tap and a gas ring so that people can 
make tea there if they so wish. The 
reader can himself imagine the variety 
of uses to which such roof gardens could 
be put by the occupants of the houses. 


Tt should be to a certain extent a matter 
for the tenants to decide whether they 
prefer to have three bedrooms on the first 
floor and no roof garden, or to have only 
two bedrooms on the first floor and the 
third bedroom, plus roof garden, on the 
second floor. 


A New Type or Batcony.—The wide 
balconies here shown, owing to the 
“pyramidal” sections of the houses, 
already explained, never obstruct the sun- 
light from the rooms on the floor below, 
and in this respect they have an obvious 
advantage over the overhanging balconies 
with which the designers of new tenement 
blocks have made us familiar. 


THe Question or Asprcr.—It may be 
assumed that as the sitting-room is the 
most important room in the house, it 
should on no occasion face north. Thus 
the possible aspects of the street frontage 
are determined by the position of the 
sitting-room. 


It is noteworthy that Types 50C and 50D 
supplement each other inasmuch as while 
they are of the same width street frontage, 
namely, 15 ft. 9 in., the sitting-room in 
one case is at the front of the house, and

Needless 
to say, both these types could suitably be 


used in a street. going north and south,, 
‘as the sitting-rooms: would have either 
east or west aspects. A house with 
sitting-room and parlour on opps! 
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sides would, of course, be suitable for all 
aspects, as would also a house with a 
through sitting-room. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE ILLUSTRATIONS. 

Type 50D [Fig. 14], which, as has been 
mentioned, supplements Type 50C, shows 
a secondary access to the house through 
the kitchen. It has not been found pos- 
sible, however, to provide for secondary 
access in every case. Most of the houses 
here illustrated are in this respect no 
worse off than the tenements or many 
middle-class flats. There seems to be no 
objection at all to the tradesmen using 
the front door. 

When we come to consider houses of 
lower maximum density than 50 to the 
acre the problem of planning becomes 
easier, and a greater variety of types 
can be designed. Moreover, it  be- 
comes possible to have considerably 
larger kitchens than in the higher density 
types. In 40B and 40C, for instance, the 
kitchens are big enough to be used as 
dining-rooms. This will be very popular 
among a large section of the wage-earners. 
In Type 40A there is a parlour in addition 
to the sitting-room. In 40B the sitting- 
room is big enough to have a sub-division 
which could, on occasion, be used as a 
parlour. Here the three bedrooms are all 
on the first floor, and so if it were con- 
sidered desirable the -second floor could 
be omitted. The additional floor would, 
however, provide the roof gardens on 
opposite sides of the’ house, and a garden- 
room which could be used as a _ sun- 
parlour, workshop or fourth bedroom.

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RE-DEVELOPMENT SCHEMES UNDER 
THE HOUSING ACT, 1936 


THE ACTIVITIES OF LIVERPOOL. 


A paper entitled ‘‘ Re-development 
Schemes under the Housing Act, 1936,” 
was read by Mr. L. H. Keay, O.B.E., 
M.Arch.(Liverpool), F.R.I.B.A., at a meet- 
ing of the Chartered Surveyors’ Institu- 
tion on Monday, February 7. 

Mr. Keay began by referring briefly to the 
conditions which still obtain in many of the 
large industrial towns of the country and said 


that behind many imposing thoroughfares | 


might still be found narrow streets, unsuited 
to modern transport and flanked by crowded 
_and ill-planned houses. These insanitary and 
congested properties, now being dealt with 
by local authorities under their slum clear- 
ance programmes, were often the legacy of 
that period of unprecedented development 
which was concurrent with the great indus- 
trial revival at the end of the eighteenth 
and the beginning of the nineteenth centuries. 
This development, was uncontrolled by by-law 
and seldom formed part of any preconceived 
plan. It was not until the beginning of 
the present century, with certain rare excep- 
tions, that local authorities became actively 
engaged in the building of houses for the 
working classes. Under its local Act of 1864, 
known as the Sanitary Amendment Act, 
‘Liverpool carried out pioneer work in connec- 
tion with slum clearance, and before the War 
12,000 of the worst of its insanitary houses 
had been demolished and alternative accommo- 
dation had been provided for many of the 
displaced families at rents they were able to 
pay, as nearly as possible equal to the rents 
paid for their former insanitary dwellings. To 
that end a rate contribution was necessary, 


no other financial assistance being available. 
In the difficult post-War years State aid was 
made available a series cf Housing Acts, 
and building activity had been on a larger 
scale. 

The speaker enumerated the Housing 
Acts of 1919, 1923, 1924, 1930, 1933 and 1935, 
and explained that the purpose of the Act 
of 1935 was, inter alia, to make further and 
better provision for the abatement and pre- 
vention of overcrowding and for the re-de- 
velopment of urban areas in connection with 
the provision of housing accommodation 
therein. In fact, it added those remaining 
~powers necessary to enable local authorities 
to deal with every phase of the great housing 
problem of the country. 


Initiation of a Scheme. | 

’ Regarding the initiation of a re-develop- 
ment scheme, the speaker said : ‘‘ It is neces- 
sary that when representations are now made 
to a local authority in connection with the 
housing conditions in its district, regard 
should be paid to the re-development clauses 
of the Act of 1936. 

— “ Section 34 of the Act, in defining the 
duty of the local authority to secure ré- 
development, provides that if in any area the 
follewing conditions exist, that is to say :— 

(a) that the area contains fifty or more 
working-class houses; 

(b) that at the least one-third of the work- 
ing-class houses in the area are over- 
crowded, or unfit for human habitation 
and not capable at a reasonable expense 
of being rendered so fit, or so arranged 
as to be congested ;

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(c) that the industrial and social conditions 
of their district are such that the area 
should be used to a substantial extent 
for housing the working classes; and 

(d) that it is expedient in connection with 
the provision of housing accommodation 

.for the working classes that the area 
should be re-developed as a whole— 


then it becomes the duty of the local autho- 
rity to cause the area to be defined upon a 
map and to pass a resolution declaring the 
area so defined to be a proposed re-develop- 
ment area.”’ 

The purpose of re-development, therefore, 
had two objects: the provision of adequate 
housing accommodation, and’ the re-planning 
and re-development of the district in co- 
relation with the provisions of wider planning 
schemes. It was essential, therefore, in the 
preparation of a re-development plan, that 
the local authority should engure that the 
committees responsible for housing and town 
planning should work together in close and 
continuous co-operation. 

The procedure to be adopted on the area 
being declared a re-development area re- 
quired—(1) That the area should be defined 
upon a map to a scale of not less than 1/2,500. 
(2) The passing of the resolution declaring 


the area so defined to be a proposed re-. 


development area. (3) The publication in 
one or more newspapers of a notice stating 
that the resolution had been ‘passed and 
naming the place where a copy of the resolu- 
tion.and map might be inspected. (4) The 
forwarding of a copy of the map and resolu- 
tion to the Minister of Health. - 

It was important that when such a map 
was forwarded, the local authorities should 
supply the Minister with the particulars under 
(b) of Section 34 of the Act. 


Preparation of Re-development Plan. 

Within six months of the passing of the 
resolution declaring the area defined on the 
map to be a re-development area, the local 
authority was required, under Section 35 (1), 


‘to prepare and submit to the Minister a 


re-development plan indicating the manner in 
which it was intended that the defined area 
should be laid out and. the land therein used, 
whether for existing purposes and for pur- 
poses requiring the carrying out of re-develop- 
ment thereon, and in particular the land in- 
tended to be used for the provision of houses 
for the working classes, for streets and for 
open spaces. It was in the preparation of this 
plan that the closest co-ordination between 
the Housing and Town Planning Committees 
cf the local authority was so essential. 


Whilst Section 50 provided that the re- 
development of an area might be carried out 
by the owners of the properties, it might be 
assumed that such action would be unusual 
and that local authorities would themselves 
be compelled> to acquire the lands necessary 
under Section 35 and themselves give effect 
to the re-development proposals. 


It would be appreciated that objection to 
the re-development might be raised at the 
appropriate time by those whose business in- 
terests were interfered with. Some of that 
objection could be met and disposed of durin 
the period when the plan was being prepared, 
but it was perhaps wise to leave those con- 
siderations until the more essential factors 


_ governing the re-development had been pro- 


vided for. He referred to those essential 
buildings such as schools and’ amenities such 
as playgrounds, which it was the duty of the 
local authority to make provision for. 


As any plan submitted to the Minister 
might be subjected to the scrutiny of the 
Ministry of Transport and Board of Educa- 
tion, it was desirable that the plan should 
include for any proposals which might be 
deemed necessary by those two Government 
Departments. 

On the completion of the re-development 


~plan and before submission to the Minister 


the local authority was required’ under Section 
35 to—(a) publish in one or more local news- 
papers circulating in its district a notice that 
the plan had been prepared and was about to 


be submitted to the Minister, naming a place

within the district where the plan might 
be inspected, and specifying the time within 
which, and the manner in which, objection 
could be made; and (b) serve a notice to the 
like effect on every owner, lessee and occupier 
ony tenants for a month or any period 
less than a month) of land in the defined area 
and on all statutory undertakers owning 
apparatus in that area. ; 


If no objection was made or all objections 
were withdrawn, the Minister, if he thought 
fit, might approve the plan with or without 
modification, but in any other case he should, 
before approving the plan, cause a public local 
inquiry to be held, and might thereafter 
approve the plan with or wiiliont any such 
modifications. It was in the period immedi- 
ately preceding the local inquiry that steps 
might be taken which would lead to the with. 
drawal of objection. i 

If after the plan had been approved the 
local authority Seanad to modify any portion 
of the lay-out included in the approved plan, 
it would be ae to submit-a new plan 
covering the particular portion of the area 
which it was sought to modify, and before 
this new plan could be approved the proce- 
dure appropriate to the re-development plan 
must be complied’ with—Section 

On the re-development plan becomin 
operative—i.e., six weeks after the approv. 
of the Minister and of the necessary notice 
in the local newspapers—it became necessary 
for the local authority to: take steps to pur- 
chase the land for the Lag ores of re-develop- 
-ment in accordance with ion 36. 


The speaker went on to outline the appli- 
cation of the Act to the older residential 
areas of the City of Liverpool, and said : ‘‘ The 
first survey of the Medical Officer of Health, 
upon which the eight years’ slum clearance 
programme was prepared, disclosed over 13,000 
insanitary houses ‘scattered in small groups 
within the old city boundary. The —

As one who has seen the 
practical advantages of fhe re-development 
powers of the Housing Act, 1936, I urge all 
who may be concerned to use those powers 
to the utmost, so that by the re-arrangement 
of the central districts of our great towns 
we may at least reduce to a minimum that 
outward spread which is so rapidly and often 
unnecessarily destroying the countryside.”

Tue Lady Eleanor Holles School, 
illustrated in these pages at its 
new home at Hampton, is an old 
foundation dating from 1710, when 
it was established at Cripplegate. 
Nearly 60 years ago it removed to 
Hackney, where it was established 
in premises designed by the father 
of the present architect to the 


school (Mr. F, 8S. Hammond, 
D. O., F.S. L, F. F. A.S., 
L.R.I.B.A.). Some years ago it 


was decided to remove to Hamp- 
ton, near Twickenham, - where 
space allowed the designing of 
premises in accordance’ with 
modern ideas. These new build. 
ings, opened recently by H.R.H. 
the Duchess of Gloucester, are 
E-shaped on plan, with two wide 
open-ended quadrangles. The main 
building has a central tower 
containing the boiler-house in the 
basement and the water storage 
above. The three arms of the E 
nearly balance, 

The Centra] Block contains the 
main entrance hall, head mistress’s 
and secretary’s rooms, and assembly 
hall seating 544 on the ground floor 
and 120 in the balcony and hawing 
a large stage. Behind the stage is 
a corridor, cutting off possible 
and noise the 
dressing-rooms. Behind this come 
two large dressing-rooms, and 
behind this, again, the gymnasium. 
The dressing-rooms, with ample 
shower baths, will serve the 
gymnasium and the sports ground, 
and also act as green rooms for 
theatricals. The Right Wing and 
adjoining part of front block com- 
prise the sunniest part of the build- 
ing, and include geography-room, 
main staffroom, classrooms, and 
the entire science department. The 
Left Wing, on the shadier side, 
includes all the cloakrooms and

lavatories, also the art room, whilst 
the main building, between left 
wing and tower, contains the 
library, housecraff - room and 
remaining classrooms. The whole 
building is centrally heated and 
has hot-water supply to all parts. 
The school stands back 250 ft. 
from the road, with the lodge, 
bicycle store, six grass tennis 
courts, and the remains of the 
‘original orchards in front. Behind 


the school will be playing fields, 


MATERIALS AND CONSTRUCTION.— 
General construction is of 
reinforced concrete, faced with 
multi-coloured red Dorking bricks, 
The central. tower is rendered in 
** Snowcrete.”’ The building is fire- 
resisting throughout. ‘The asphalt 
flat roofs are covered with shingle. 
Ground-floor partitions are in brick,

FINIsHINGs are as follows: Floors

Tuts building is situated on a 
corner site having a total area of 
something less than half an acre. It 
provides for two court rooms, each 
30 ft. by 34 ft., with a complete suite 
of rooms ‘ancillary to the courts, 
comprising magistrates’ room, advo- 
cates’ rooms, two witnesses’ retir- 
ing rooms, juvenile court rooms, 
county court judges’ room, magis- 
trates’ clerks’ room and probation 
officers’ room. 


The police station section pro- 
vides a complete range of police 
administration offices, including 
large parade room and also recrea- 
tion room. Eight cells are provided 
for male prisoners and one for 
female prisoners, and suitable exer- 
cise yard is provided. There is 
garage accommodation for five 
vehicles, a workshop, cycle store, 
etc. Amongst other rooms in the 
police section, a photographic room 
fitted with the latest type of 
apparatus is provided. An impor- 
tant item is the switchboard con- 
nected with the police boxes and 
police pillars scattered over the area 
of the town. To the same board are 
connected three lines to the General 
Post Office, together with connec- 
tions from an internal. telephone 
system. 


The building is of brick, the ex- 
ternal walls being faced with hand- 


made bricks supplied by Thomas 
Lawrence and Sons, of Bracknell. 
There are substantial dressings of 
reconstructed Weldon stone, includ- 
ing main entrance portico with four 
Ionic columns and pediment. The 
ornamental stone was supplied by 
Trent Concrete Co., Notts. The roof 
is covered with red Broomhal] inter- 
locking roof tiles. The two court 
rooms are panelled to a height of 
8 ft. in Indian Greywood, and the 
furniture of the court rooms is in 
the same wood upholstered in green 
leather. In order to ensure good 
atoustic qualities the walls of the

court rooms above the wood panel- 
ling are covered with acoustic tiles. 
Most of the flooring is of Burma 
teak, but in the corridors india- 
rubber is used to a considerable ex- 
tent. The buildings are heated 
throughout by low-pressure hot 
water, and the boilers are fitted with 
mechanical stokers. Electric clocks 
are installed throughout. 


The general building contractors

THE CONTROL OF DESIGN UNDER 
TOWN PLANNING 


We have received from the Public 
Relations Committee of the R.I.B.A. a 
copy of a Memorandum by that Com- 
mittee on the Control of Design under 
Town Planning, together with corre- 


spondence thereon between the Minister | 


of Health and the R.I.B.A. Council. The 


whole is preceded by a general statement, - 


signed by the Chairman and Hon. Secre- 
tary of the R.I.B.A. Public Relations 
Committee, as follows :— 


GENERAL STATEMENT. 

At the request of the Cvuuncil, the 
Public Relations Committee of the 
R.1.B.A. made, during the last session, a 
very thorough investigation of the control 
of design as exercised by planning autho- 
rities under the powers conferred by the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1932. 
The Committee prepared a report which 


was adopted by the Council and sent to | 


ihe Minister of Health with a covering 
letter and a request for a deputation. 
The Minister was not himself able to 
meet a deputation, but arranged that Mr. 
G. L. Pepler, the chief town planning 
inspector of the Ministry, should have 
informal discussions with representatives 
of the Institute; and he has since himself 
replied by letter to points raised in the 
Memorandum. The letters to and from 
the Minister, together with the Memo- 
randum itself (slightly abbreviated), are 
printed below for the information Of 
members of the Institute. : 

The Public Relations Committee’s 
investigations showed that the working 
of the control of design system is still 
very unsatisfactory and incomplete; 
while it is common knowledge that, in 
most parts of the country, it has as yet 
had little perceptible effect in improving 
the external appearance, design and con- 
struction of all classes of buildings. The 
powers are permissive in character, and 
many authorities do not use them at all. 
Many-others use them inadequately or 
arbitrarily, usually because they do not 
employ any qualified architectural advice. 
In particular, the woluntary Advisory 
Architectural Panels, established by the 
R.I.B.A., in co-operation with the 
C.P.R.E. and the Institute of Builders, 
and most successfully operated in a con- 
siderable number of districts, are virtu- 
ally inoperative in many areas because 
the planning authorities have not thought 
fit to use them. There is widespread com- 
plaint by architects and builders at the 
delays and uncertainties of town planning 
control as actually exercised, and at its 
lack of adequate co-ordination with the 
corresponding controls imposed’ by 
building by-laws and the Restriction of 
Ribbon Development Act. 

The Minister of Health, in his reply, 
acknowledges the valuable work of the 
panel system and promises to assist all 
practicable measures for preventing the 
erection of unsightly buildings. The 
Public Relations Committee very cordi- 
ally welcome this favourable response; 
but they remain convinced that the 
system of control of design will ‘not 
become really efficient without the more 
comprehensive measures recommended in 
the Memorandum, of which the most 
important may be summarised as follows: 
That the Town and Country Planning 
Act should be so amended as to provide 
that all building applications received 
by planning authorities must be referred 
for advice on their design either to 


properly constituted Advisory Architec- 
tural Panels or to officers or consultants 
with full architectural qualifications.

THE MEMORANDUM. 

The Memorandum, which was sent t6 
the Minister of Health with an accom- 
panying letter from the Secretary of the 
R.1.B.A., is too long for reproduction in 
extenso, but we take from it the following 


general conclusions and recommenda-— 


tions :— 


General Conclusions. 

(1) In the interests of the community, 
the Committee approve the principle of 
the control of design as contained in 
the [Town and Country Planning] Act 
[1932]. Nevertheless the Act is generally 
failing to achieve the improvement in 
design and amenities, which was one of 
the principal objects for which it was 
promoted. 

(2) There are marked differences in the 
ways in which control is being applied. 
This is due to the lack of a co-ordinated 
system of application, which in the 
opinion of the Committee should have 
been established by statute. 

(3) Many Planning Authorities do not 
appear to have realised the necessity for 
employing the qualified advice which is 
available. 

(4) Though the-intention of the Act was 


to prevent badly designed and inappro-~ 
priate building by unqualified persons, 


there is danger of undue interference with 
the work of qualified architects and the 
application of new methods of building. 

(5) The purposes of the Act are being 
in many cases ignored or successfully 
evaded, more especially in areas where 
planning is still at the Interim stage. 

(6) The operation of the Town and 
Country Planning Act is not co-ordinated 
with that of the Restriction of Ribbon 
Development and the Trunk Roads Acts. 


Recommendations. 

(1) That the attention of the Govern- 
ment be drawn to the serious hindrances 
to the preparation and carrying out of 
building schemes which result from the 
multiplicity of Authorities from whom 
sanctions for building have to be ob- 
tained, and also from the lack of co- 
ordination in the various Acts of Parlia- 
ment under which these Authorities 
operate. 

(2) That where a Planning Authority 
employs its Town Planning Officer as sole 
adviser on control of design, that officer 
should be a registered architect; alterna- 
tively that, if the officer is not so quali- 
fied, either an independent consultant 
who is a registered architect or a properly 
constituted Advisory Panel should be em- 
ployed to advise the Authority on the 
special architectural problems involved; 
that the Officer, Consultant or Advisory 
Panel should be directly responsible to 
the Authority itself; and that the appoint- 
ment of such qtialified advisers and the 
reference to them of all designs submitted 
to the Authority should be made obliga- 
tory by statute. 

(3) That powers should be given to 
Planning Authorities acting under 
Interim Development Orders to prevent 
the erection of buildings which they have 
disapproved. 


(4) That control of design should he 


made obligatory, and not permissi 
present, throughout the country ps pe. 
as practicable. : 

(5) That the Town and Country 
ning Act, 1932, be amended on the lines of 
the foregoing recommendations. 


LETTER FROM. THE MINISTER, 


The following letter from the Minister 
of Health to the Secretary of the RIBAL 


was received on November 9, 1937:—

I very much appreciate the valuable 
voluntary work done by members of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects and 
the Panels which have been set up by 
the Council for the Preservation of Rural 


- England in conjunction with the Insti 


tute, and I am anxious to do all I can 
to encourage Local Authorities to make 


“use of their services. It would be useful 


if the Institute or the Council for the 
Preservation of Rural England could 
arrange to supply my _ department 
periodically with up-to-date information 
as to the areas where Panels are operat 
ing and the name of the Convener oF 
Secretary of each Panel. a 

With regard to the housing schemes of 


Local Authorities, the Institute will be 


aware of the circular which I issued in 
May of last year, in which I ouggeall 
that Local. Authorities who were nob 
employing an architect. should submit 
their plans to the Ministry at an early 
stage. Since that circular was issued a 
great many schemes have been examined 
by the architects of my department, and 1 
believe that the co-operation thus 
secured in the early stages has been very 
advantageous in improving the standards 


of design and planning: 


-The Institute can be assured that this 
practice will be continued.

PROTECTION AGAINST BOMBS AND GAS. 


Tue first air-raid shelters to be built for - 


a London local authority were opened at 
the Caxton Hall, London, S8.W., by the 


Mayor of Westminster (Councillor 
H. S. E. Vanderpant, J.P.) yesterday 
(Thursday). 


The shelters consist of a steel-lined 
gallery built within the area of Caxton 
‘Hall, and a converted part of the hase- 
ment corridor, which has been provided 
with a locksheet steel ceiling.

LocksHEET Sxections.—The gallery, re- 
sembling the latest type of shelter now 
being built on the Continent, consists of 
locksheet’ steel sections, which, curving 
upwards and locking in the form of an 
arch, are claimed to withstand tremend- 
ous pressure. The gallery is reinforced at 
each end with brick and concrete, and 
covered with sandbags to a depth of 
2 ft. 6 in.. Shelters can be erected up to 
14 ft. wide by this method. 


Ark Fitters anp Luminous Parnt.— 
Both refuges have been provided with air- 
locks to keep out gas, and with splinter- 
proof steel doors, and air-filtration plant. 
Wall panels coated with luminous paint 
afford emergency lighting. The shelters 
have been designed to demonstrate to 
occupiers of business and other premises 
the type of shelter available for the pro- 
tection of personnel against explosive 
bombs and gas attacks. The example 
illustrated was erected by Messrs. Richard 
Costain, Ltd., and the steel sections were 


supplied by Messrs, Allan’s, of Tipton, 


Staffs.

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THE POWERS OF THE | 
QUANTITY SURVEYOR—V

RATIFICATION. 


Ir has already been mentioned that a quan- 
tity surveyor is instructed to prepare bills 
of quantities in connection with a building or 
engineering enterprise by the architect or 
engineer, who is the agent of the employer. 
We have also called attention to the fact that 
the authority for such appointment may be 
either express or implied, or it may be in 
accordance with some well-defined. custom, as, 
for instance, when bills of quantities are 
required in the case of a contract for works 
of £2,000 or over. 

It follows, then, that where a quantity sur 
- veyor is appointed by an architect or engineer 
under an express or implied authority, or in 
accordance with custom, and the architect 
or engineer ratifies the acts of the quantity 
surveyor, then the responsibility is shifted 
upon the employer in accordance with’ the 
principles underlying the relationship of 
principal and agent. 

It will be useful, therefore, to consider 
briefly the doctrine of ratification. In a word, 
if some act is performed by an agent with- 
out the express or implied authority of his 
principal, the latter may by his subsequent 
conduct ratify that act and make it as effec- 
tive as though he had originally authorised it. 
It is obvious that where an act has the 
authorisation of a well-established custom (as 
in the case of the £2,000 (or over) contraci 
above), the question of ratification dces noi 
enter into the matter, though the existence 
of a custom may be a matter requiring proof. 
It should be made clear that by ratification 
a principal makes himself bound equally 
whether what has been done is to his advan- 
tage or detriment, to the same extent and 
culminating in the same consequences as if 
he previously authorised the acts of his agent. 

There can be no ratification by a principal 
of an act of his agent if he (the principal) 
is himself incapable of performing the act, 
and one of the first essentials of the doctrine 
of ratification is that the agent is not acting 
for himself but on behalf of a definite prin- 
cipal who is actually in existence at the time 
when the act is done. He need not, however, 
be personally known to the agent at the time 
the act actually took place. : 

Ratification, again, must take place either 
within a time fixed by the nature of a par- 
ticular casé, or within a reasonable time, after 
which there can be no ratification to the 
prejudice of some third person. 


Manner of Ratification. 

Ratification may take place either by some 
clear adoptive act or acts or by such 
acquiescence as is equivalent to the same, and 
acquiescence may take place either at the time 
of the act acquiesced in, or after. It has been 
held, in several cases, that sométimes ratifica- 
tion is assumed from the fact that the intended 

incipal has had the facts of the case brought 
to his knowledge and, being aware that he is 
looked upon as’ having accepted the position 
of principal, does nothing within a reasonable 
time to disown that character, or does not 
take the opportunity of asserting his rights 
at the earliest possible time. 


Effect of Ratification. 

The effect of ratification in either of the 
ways explained above is to place the parties 
concerned in the same position as they would 
have been had the act or acts been done by 
the agent under direct authorisation. It 
therefore follows that on ratification of an act 
performed by an agent who is acting in excess 
of his authority, the agent is relieved from 
any personal liability to his principal for 
so acting. Also, the principal must undertake 
the obligation or contract made by his agent 
in its entirety, while the agent is under no 
personal liability for breach of warranty of

authority to the other contracting party. Any 
remedy such party may have is against the 
principal. 

An employer in any case becomes liable to 
a quantity surveyor if it can be shown that 
he knew of the employment of the quantity 
surveyor., Such knowledge would amount to 
ratification or a tacit assent or acquiescence in 


the employment, and be equivalent to a 


precedent. authority for his employment. 

Any unauthorised employment of a quan- 
tity surveyor cam be ratified by seal when a 
seal is required to a contract, and it should 
always be borne in mind that a corporation 
cannot commit fraud except through its 
agents, and for a corporation to be made liable 
for the fraud of its agent it must be shown 
that the work fraudulently conducted by its 
agent was within the scope of his authority as 
such agent to carry out. 

The moment an authorised act or transaction 
of an agent is ratified, the ratification covers 
all lawful acts of ihe agent consequent upon 
that act or transaction only, but not those in 
respect to future acts. 

A ratification relates back to the time of 
the act, but such ratification must, of course, 
be within—as has been said—a reasonable 
time. What is a reasonable time is a ques- 
tion of fact. It cannot be extended beyond 
the time at which the contract is to commence, 
and any exercise of an option must be ratified 
within the time for which the option was 


given.

HOUSING LEGISLATION 


HOUSING BILL, 


SUMMARY OF PROVISIONS. 

Tue Housing (Financial Provisions) 
Bill, 1938, which the Minister of Health igs 
shortly to introduce into the House, 
makes provision for further State assis- 
tance for slum clearance and the elimina- 
tion of overcrowding, and lays down the 
rates of subsidy which will be payable for 
houses built for these purposes which are 
completed after January 1, 1939. In order 
that progress may be made in both direc- 
tions with equal vigour the new subsidy 
will for the first time be uniform both for 
slum clearance and for overcrowding, and 
it will take the form of annual payments 
payable for 40 years in respect of each new 
dwelling. 

Normat Sussrpy.—The normal Exchequer 
subsidy will be a payment at the rate of 
£5 10s. for each house built, and there will. 
be a statutory contribution from the rates of 
£2 15s. As explained below provision is made 
for special rates of subsidy in three types of 
cases where special assistance is necessary. 

Sussipy ror Fiats on ExPENsIvE 
Srres.—Where the dwelling is a flat on an 
expensive site the amount of the annual sub- 
sidy will be graded according to the cost. of 
the site, and will range from £11 for a flat on 
a site costing between £1,500 and £4,000 an 
acre to as much as £26 for a flat on the most 
expensive land, the local authority contribu- 
ting from the rates an amount equal to half 
the Exchequer subsidy. 

SUPPLEMENTARY Supsipy Specrat CasEs. 
—The Minister will have power to increase the 
subsidy of £5 10s. to £6 10s. in very small 
boroughs or urban districts where the general 
level of working-class rents is substantially 
lower than the average for the country, and 
where, having regard to this fact and the 
financial circumstances of the district, the 
cost of providing the necessary houses without 
an increased subsidy would throw too heavy a 
burden on the rates. . The contribution to be 
made by the local housing authority in these 
cases will remain at £2 iss. but provision is 
made for a contribution by the county council 
of £1 a year for each house. 

AGRIcuLTURAL Stum CLEARANCE AND OvER- 
cROWDING.—Where houses are built by a rural 
district council for the replacement of unfit

Sussipy FoR GENERAL AGRICULTURAL 
NerEps.—In addition to the provision which 
it contains for revising the Exchequer contri. 
bution for slum clearance and overcrowding 
the Bill makes special provision for the general 
needs of the agricultural population. The 
amount of this subsidy will Ee £10 a year for 
40 years, with a power for the Minister to 
increase in special cases to a maximum of £12 
so that it is possible to deal with exceptionally 
high cost and to secure suitable rents for 
the agricultural worker. 


AGRICULTURAL SuBSIDY TO BE AVAILABLE ‘to 
Private Persons.—Provision is also made to 
enable an annual subsidy not exceeding £10 
a house to be paid to the owner of the house 
for the time being in respect of houses pro- 
vided by private persons for agricultural 
population under arrangements with the rural 
district council where the council are of 
opinion that this is the most convenient 
method of providing the houses. These 


’ arrangements must ensure that the houses are 


reserved for the agricultural population and 
are not let at a rent exceeding the rent fixed 
by the Local Agricultural Wages Committee. 
The houses must also be at all times main- 
tained in a proper state of repair. This sub- 
sidy would also be available on such con- 
ditions for new houses built by agricultural 
workers for their own occupation as well as 
for houses built by landowners or farmers for 
their workers. 


Hovusine Assocrations.—The new subsidies, 
payable under the Bill will be available 
through the local authorities to Housing 
Associations providing houses for the purposes 
set forth in the Bill under arrangements with 
the local authorities. 


Review or Svussipres.—Provision is also 
made for the Minister to review the new sub- 
sidies after the beginning of October, 1941, 
but any alteration in the rates of subsidy 


‘made in consequence of this review will not 


apply houses completed before Octo- 


ANSITIONAL ARRANGEMENTS. — Houses 
w ch are completed by December 31, 1938, 
will be eligible for the subsidies provided by 
the present Housing Acts. In order to avoid 
any interruption in house building the Bill 
provides that the increased subsidy for over- 
crowding and the new subsidy for houses for 
the general needs of the agricultural popula- 
tion may be paid for houses for which a con- 
tract is entered into after the date of the pub- 
lication of the Bill notwithstanding that they 
— have been completed before December 51, 


Rents.—The Exchequer and rate contribu- 
tions provided by the Bill are designed to 
enable local authorities to continue the pro- 
vision of new housing accommodation for 
those displaced from unfit or overcrowde 
houses at low rents, and to secure such rents 
for the new houses built for the agricultural 
population. It is estimated that on_ the 
average, cottages can be let with the aid of 
normal subsidy at rents ranging from 6s. to 
7s. a week exclusive; flats at rents ranging 
from 7s. to 8s. a week, and cottages for the 
agricultural population at rents ranging from 
3s. to 4s. a week. 
[See Editorial Comment, page 287.]

Mr. D. A. Gwilliam was congratulated by 
his fellow-members on the Banister Fletcher 
Essay Medal, which he had just been awarded 
by the R.I.B.A., and at the close of the dis- 
cussion; Mr. T. D. Gedrych (who has been 
selected as this year’s R.I.B.A. Allied Socie- 
ties Travelling Scholar) thanked the members 
of the South Wales Institute of Architects for 
making it possible for him to spend a month 
in Rome. 


Planning a Trading Estate. 

“ Planning a Trading Estate ’’ was the sub- 
ject dealt with by Professor W. G. Holford, 
Head of the Department of Civic Design, at 
. Liverpool University, on reegymanst February 

3, when he addressed the members of the 
South Wales Institute of Architects, Central 
ar Branch, at the Engineers’ Institute, 

rdiff. 

Mr. Gordon H. Griffiths, L.R.I.B.A., 
A.M.T.P.I., chairman of the branch, pre- 
sided. . 

Referring to the special areas, Professor 
Holford said their greatest drawback was their 
derelict factories sites. Industrialists were 
reluctant to build new factories upon them, 

referring virgin soil, and they had. been 

nown to utilise even perfectly good agricul- 
tural land, 

Regarding the unsightly coal-mining areas 
in South Wales, when one thought of the ex- 
cellent ways in which they dealt with colliery 
refuse in the Ruhr Valley, Germany, he was 
not at all satisfied when our industrialists said 
there was no need for planning in industry. 
Jn many cases in Germany they returned slag 
into exhausted workings, thereby dispensing 
with it without causing eyesores, and at the 
same time prevented subsidences. In other 
instances they disposed of it discriminately on 
the surface, and even made floral gardens and 
walks in the vicinity of the pit-head. Some 
‘of the coal mining areas in South Wales were 
terrible messes. 

At the Team Valley Trading Estate, near 
Newcastle, with which he was closely con- 
nected as consultant architect, they had uti- 
lised much colliery slag in constructing roads, 
and had, in fact, removed three local land- 
marks, in the shape of colliery tips, and hoped 
to eradicate more. 

The Team Valley Trading Estate had met 
with great success. Eighty factories had 
already been let and about 40 actually occu- 
pied. A further 20 were rapidly approaching 
completion, and the potential employment in 

hese factories was 7,000 persons. mn 10 years’ 
time he estimated that something like 20,000 
workers would be employed on the estate. 

F The estate fully demonstrated that in a dis- 
mict where heavy industries had been the sole 
Tesources for a century, the planning of sub- 
ary and minor industries was a possible 
and profitable undertaking.

In conjunction with the fairly 
recently formed Amenities Society cottages in 
Oak-street had been reconditioned, and were 
now let to suitable tenants at an economic 
rent. The armorial bearings on the east end 
of St. Andrew’s Church had received atten- 
tion, and were now in a condition similar to 
that of medieval times. . 

Mr. Percy Jewson, President of the Norwich 
Society and honorary member of the Associa- 
tion, also spoke, and mentioned the society’s 
successful efforts in the preservation of 
Cotman House. 

Mr. C. H. Dann, head of the architectural 
classes at the School of Art, reported there 
were 19 students attending the classes, of 
whom 14 were first or second year. Four have 
passed their intermediate examination.

Krne’s Bence Drvtstonat Court. 


Before the Lorp Cuter Justice and Justices 
Branson and Porter. 


COMPULSORY ACQUISITION OF LAND 
BY CROWN AND COMPENSATION FOR 
““INJURIOUS AFFECTION.” 


The Master and Fellows of University 
College, Oxford, v. the Secretary of State 

for Air. 

This case raised the question whether on 
the compulsory acquisition of aerodrome the 
claimants, the Master and Fellows of 
University College, Oxford’, as the owners, 
were entitled to obtain compensation 
for “injurious affection ’’ of the adjoining 
land by the use of the land taken. 

This question was raised in the form of a 
special case stated by the Official Arbitrator 
under the Acquisition of Land (Assessment of 
Compensation) Act, 1919, and the claim arose 
out of the taking by the Crown of 417 acres 
of land belonging to University College, 
Oxford, at Linton-upon-Ouse, in the North 
Riding of Yorkshire. 

Mr. Trustram Eve, K.C., and Mr. Arthur 
Capewell appeared for the claimants; and the 
Solicitor-General (Sir T. O’Connor, K.C.) and 
Mr. H. Parker for the Crown. 

Mr. Eve stated that the land taken lay in 
the middle of a large estate belonging to the 
College. There was no dispute as to the price 
of the land or the amount to be paid for 


** severance,’ the only question before 


. Court being whether the claimants were 
entitled, as they contended they were, to 
damages for ‘‘ injurious affection ’’ by the use 
of the land taken—as, for instance, the 
passage of aircrafi might interfere with sport- 
ing rights, or stock-breeding, or whether, as 
the Crown contended, such compensation 
which could normally be recovered could not 
be recovered against the Crown. He (Mr. 
Eve) submitted that if the argument of the 
Crown was right it meant that, by electing to 
acquire land under the Defence Act, 1842, 
they could alter the incidence of compensation. 

ving referred to the material sections of 
the Lands Clauses (Consolidation) Act, 1845, 
and the Lands Clauses (Consolidation) Act 
(Amendment) Act, 1860, and the decided cases 
bearing on the question, Mr. Eve said that 
the matter did not become of real importance 
till the rearmament programme rendered it 
so. It was now the desire of the Crown to 
have the matter decided once for all by a 
Court whose decision was final. To the 
College it meant £4,000, more or less, to be 
received as compensation—£32,737 or £28,737. 
The Solicitor-General said that the Crown 
was in a different position from other under- 
takers. A local authority acquiring land could 

‘be required to state the purpose for which it 
intended to use the land. The Crown, he sub- 
mitted, was under no such duty, and the 
tribunal could have no data on which to 
assess compensation for “‘ injurious affection.” 
The matter must ultimately be decided by the 
Acts. The Defence Act, 1842, was to provide 
a quick way by which land could be acquired 
in time of emergency. The procedure under 
that Act was still followed, though the method 
of compensation was different. In view of 
the uncertainty of the purpose for which land 
taken by the Government would be used, he 
(the Solicitor-General) suggested that if the 
Act of 1842 had been meant to include com- 
pensation for ‘‘ injurious affection,’’ some code 
for its assessment would have been laid down. 

At the: conclusion of the arguments, the 
Lord Chief Justice, ir. giving judgment, said 
the case raised one question and one question 
alone, viz. : Whether the-Court was of opinion 
that the, claimants were entitled in law to 
claim for ‘“‘injarious affection’’ to the 
remainder of their property, hy reason of the 
uses to which the land to be purchased might 
be put by the Crown? The unanimous answer 
of the Court to that question was, ‘‘ Yes.” 

Tt was not the -practice of the Court in 
cases arising in that way to enter izito reasons, 
but in the present case they would add that 
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the Court based its answer on the provisions 
of the Defence Act, 1842, and that in its view 
the decision in Blundell v. Regem, a petition 
of right tried in 1905 by Mr. Justice Ridley, 
was right.

JURISDICTION OF LOCAL JUSTICES IN 
CASE UNDER THE PRIVATE STREET 
WORKS ACT, 1892. 


Hornchurch U.D.C. v. Webber and Others. 

In this case the Hornchurch U.D.C. 
appealed from a decision of the Romford 
Justices amending the Council’s provisional 
apportionment for private street works in 
Harold Court-road, Hornchurch, so ‘as to 
include the Harold Court Sanatorium, owned 
by the Essex County Council. 

The point for decision was raised on a 
special case stated by the Justices, viz., as 
to the jurisdiction of the Justices in deciding 
objections to a provisional apportionment 
ander Section 10 of the Private Street Works 
Act, 1892. 

Mr. Sidney Turner, K.C., who appeared 
for the Hornchurch U.D.C. in support of the 
appeal, said that Section 10 provided that the 
Council may, if they think just, “‘include in 
the apportionment any premises which do not 
front, adjoin or abut on the street, or part 
of the street, but access to which is obtained 
from the street through a court, passage or 
otherwise, and which in their opinion will be 
benefited by the works, and may fix the sum 
or proportion to be charged against any such 
premises accordingly.”’ 

Mr. Turner said that the urban authority, 
having decided not to include the sanatorium, 
which did not abut on the street, the Justices 
decided that the premises ought to be in- 
cluded in the apportionment. The contention 
of the U.D.C. was that the Justices, in giving 
that direction, had exceeded their jurisdiction. 

Mr. Turner read the case which had been 
stated by the Justices, in which it was set 
out that they amended the provisional appor- 
tionment and directed the Hornchurch Council 
to serve a notice on the County Council so 
that they could be made a party to the pro- 
ceedings and have a right to take part in a 
further hearing. He (counsel) urged that the 


‘Justices, if they felt that the sanatorium 


ought to be included, had misconceived the 
remedy, which would be iby memorial to the 
Minister of Health under Section 268 of the 
Public Health Act, 1875. 

Mr. Geoffrey Hutchinson, representing the 
respondent Justices, supported their decision. 
He argued that throughout the Act of 1892, 
wherever it was intended that a resolution 
should be passed by a local-authority relating 
to an apportionment, very precise language 
had been used to indicate that intention. In 
the Section the legislature had not said that 
the local authority should pass a resolution 
to include or exclude premises which did not 
front, adjoin or abut the street in question, 
but they were given the power to include 
premises ‘if they think just.’’ In exercising 
their discretion as to whether it was just or 
otherwise to include premises they were 
acting as a judicial body, and it was in that 
capacity they were subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Justices. 

At the conclusion of the arguments the 
Court. allowed the eal. 

The Lord. Chief . Justice, in delivering 
judgment, said that thirteen objections were 
lodged in purported pursuance of the Private 
Street Works Act. The Justices had heard 
the objections and eventually amended the 
provisional apportionment, and directed the 
Hornchurch Council to serve notice on the 
Essex C.C. so that they could be made a 
party to the proceedings. 

The question was whether in taking the 
course they did the Justices came to a correct 
decision in point of law. The Justices had 
directed that the premises belonging to the 
County Council should be included in the pro- 
-visional apportionment and that such pro- 
visional apportionment be so amended. 
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After citing certain Sections in the 
1892 his lordship said that a local meth. 
was empowered in the exercise of its dinat 
tion and by resolution to include premises 
which did not front, adjoin or abut on the 
street. The question was one of discretion 
and policy of the local authority. My 
Hutchinson, in his ingenious argament was 
endeavouring to rewrite a particular section 
in the Act. Although it was highly desirable 
that administrative Acts should not be per- 
mitted to encroach on the field of judicnl 
decision, he (his lordship) could not think 
on the words in the Section that judicial 
decision could operate to compel an adminis. 
trative act to be done which was not to be 
done or to treat the matter as if it had not 
been done. It was apparent, he said, that 
the Romford Justices misread the Section and 
gave directions and caused amendments to be 
made which they had no jurisdiction to cause 
to be made. The appeal would be allowed 
and those directions set aside. 

The other members of the Court concurred, 

Mr. Hutchinson said that other matters 
had been before the Justices, but the Lon 
Chief Justice observed that the Court had 
dealt only with the question raised in the 
special case. 

Leave to appeal further was refused.

CONTRAVENTION OF PROVISIONS OF 
FACTORY ACT. 


' Long v. G. and F. Kirk & Co., Ltd. 

In this case, Mr. Long, a factory inspector, 
appealed from a decision of the Justices of 
Oldham dismissing an information alleging 
an offence against the provisions of Sections 
76 and 136 of the Factory and Workshops 
Act, 1901, by Messrs. G. and F. Kirk & Uo, 
Ltd., building contractors, of Chesterfield, 
whilst doing work on the ‘‘ Grand” Theatre, 
Oldham, in February, 1937. 


Mr. Valentine Holmes, appearing in support 
of the appeal, said that it was alleged that 
the company had allowed to be used a 
covered electric wire which was dangerous. 
A man named Furlong, engaged on a night 
shift breaking up a foundation, intended to 
bring into a boiler-house an electric lamp at 
the end of a long lead. He was found dead, 
having been electrocuted when his hand came 
into contact with a strand of bare wire. The 
Justices dismissed the application, holding 
that Mr. Furlong created the wire lead into 
a ‘“‘trailer’’ without authority when it was 
only intended to be a hanging cable. 


Mr. Holmes said that the lead had been 
used on the building for some time, and a 
foreman scrutinised it and repaired it when 
necessary; but at one point a piece of rag 
had surrounded a bare strand which had be 
come wet, and it was the current at that 
point that killed Mr. Furlong. He (counsel} 
contended that the Justices who should have 
convicted the company had taken into col 
sideration matters that were irrelevant. 1i¢ 
Act said. that an electric cable should be 
properly insulated. This could not have been 
as otherwise Mr. Furlong would not have 
been killed. 

The Court, at the conclusion of the id 
ments, allowed the appeal. The Lord Chie 
Justice, in giving judgment, said he wis 
of opinion that the Act was im age 
that all electric conductors should be 4 nf 
quately insulated and safeguarded 
prevent danger. It did not say that su 
insulation could be achieved by 4 gre 
who patched up the cable at points pred 
it became frayed. In the present case ® ‘3 
could not have been sufficient adequate 8 
lation, and the case would have to g0 the 
to the Justices with directions that gm 
facts before the.

LECTURE AY AUCTIONEERS’ AND ESTATE 
. AGENTS’ INSTITUTE. 

Te work and aims of the National Trust 
were comprehensively outlined by Mr. D. M. 
MarHeson, secretary of the Trust, when he 
delivered a paper, illustrated with lantern 
slides, recently, at the Auctioneers’ and 
Estate Agents’ Institute, 29, Lincoln’s Inn 
Fields, Loudon, W.C.2. The paper was 
entitled ‘‘'The Work of the National Trust 
for Places of Historic Interest of Nationai 

t 

Matheson explained that the Trust was 

a statutory body incorporated, like the B.B.C. 

or the Metropolitan Water Board, by ‘Act of 

Parliament. Only, unlike them, it was a 

charity under the control of the Charity Com- 

missioners, and, of course, it had no capital 
stock and made no profits. Its only funds 
were voluntary subscriptions and donations 
and the income from properties, many of which 
were below the -margin of cultivation, and 
rich only in beauty. As extended under the 

1937 Act, its general purposes were defined 

as follows :— 

“The. permanent preservation, for the bene- 
fit of the nation, of buildings of national 
interest or architectural, historic or antistic 
interest and places of natural interest or 
beauty, and the protection and augmentation 
of the amenities of such buildings and places 
and their surroundings. The preservation of 
furniture and pictures and chattels of national 
or historic or artistic interest and the access 
to and enjoyment of such places by the 
public.” 
- Places permanently preserved in its owner- 

ship could never be sold. They were also 
enjoined to preserve, in those lands acquired, 

their natural aspect_ and animal and _ plant 
life. And for all these purposes they were 
empowered to acquire and hold lands of this 
kind, to acquire and hold investments, includ- 
ing investments in land, and to protect land 
by covenants similar to agreements under 

Section 34 of the Town and Country Planning 
Act of 1932. 

Mr. Matheson continued : ‘‘ We are not a 
general propaganda society dealing with the 
protection of the amenities of the country- 
side or of old buildings as a whole. That 
is the work of other societies. Also, although 
there are no territorial limitations, we do not, 
in fact, touch Scotland, where there is a 
separate and similar society. We deal in 
ractice only with England, Wales, N. 
Eend and the Isle of Man. ; 

“What we do, or try to do, is three 
things: (i) We raise funds. We need annual 
subscriptions to carry on our work, and by 
local and national appeals we raise capital 
sums for the purchase or protection of proper- 
ties; (ii) we secure the preservation of 
property by purchase, by gifts, by devise 
or by acquiring covenants such as I have 
mentioned ; (iii) we manage or look after the 
properties we have secured. 

‘“Many of you have experienced the diffi- 
culty of raising funds every year. At a 
minimum subscription of 10s. per annum we 
have only managed to secure about 6,000 
members, which is all too few. One way 
and another we have raised capital sums 
amounting to nearly £450,000 in the course ot 
40 years. I can only assure you it is always 
a struggle to make ends meet. | 

“Under the second head, our work grows 
year by year. About 400 cases are raised each 
year by people who think this or that ought 
to be preserved by the Trust. All of these 
have to be investigated. About a tenth of 
them result in a new property.” 

The management of the properties secured 
by the Trust was cleverly illustrated: with 
the aid of lantern slides depicting moorland, 
farmland, forest, a bird sanctuary, ancient: 
stones, castles, historic hovses and other 

uildings, each showing a different aspect of 
the work of the Trust. 

Concliding, Mr. Matheson said: ‘‘ There 
18 @ criticism I want to meet. ... It has: 
een said that the National Trust sterilises 
and destroys values I hate that word 

tilising.’ A wood is not sterile for lack. 

0 bricks and mortar. The Devil’s Punch- 
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bowl is not sterile because it provides healthy 
enjoyment for thousands. 
to realise that we can only make ends meet 
by getting all the income we can out of 
letting buildings, grazing land, growing 
trees. And, quite apart from esthetic and 
spiritual values, National Trust land often 
creates cash values. I mentioned the Devil's 
Punch-bowl; anyone selling property at 
Hindhead will tell you that.‘ facing National 
Trust Property ’ or, better still, ‘ surrounded 
by National Trust property,’ means some- 
thing on the price. . 

““T would add that there aré many aspects 
of our work—many powers and privileges of 
the Trust—on which I have not touched, and 
that we are always glad to answer inquiries.”

QUESTIONS. 


Wood Floors. 

Smr,—There would appear to be consider- 
able difference of opinion over the best method 
of laying a wood flcor over a solid bed. 
Strong argument is frequently forthcoming 
from many contractors whose opinions would 
seem to be influenced by the method of con- 
struction which is the least troublesome. 
This consists of small-section wood joists 
being laid or embedded in a rough concrete 
floor, and the flooring boards simply nailed 
through the joists. These joists may be given 
a coat of creosote (which is as ineffective as 
an application of cold tea), and occasionally 
the spaces between the joists are covered over 
by a layer of bitumen, by way of preventing 
the damp from rising through the cencrete, 
and setting up conditions conducive to dry rot. 
My experience has been (and it is a very 
lengthy one) that the only’ satisfactory 
method of construction is to lay the flooring 
boards ‘directly upon a layer of bitumen, and 
thereby eliminate any unventilated air- 
pockets. 


The construction has been as follows: - 


rough concrete floor, upon which is laid 2 in. 
of breeze concrete, this being covered by a 
layer of nail-holding bitumen, to which the 
flooring boards are fixed. The layer of bitu- 
men must, of course, be perfectly level, and

entailed in this which prevents this form of 
construction from being more commonly 
adopted. I am aware that it is argued that 
the nails are liable. to corrode where they 
protrude through the breeze concrete, but, if 
such is the case, I have not seen any evidence 
of it. 

To my mind, it is absolutely essential that 
no air space be left under the flooring boards. 
otherwise rot will set up sooner or later. I 
think, too, that it is useless to creosote the 
under-side of the flooring, since creosote. 
unless applied under pressure, is almost 
valueless. I would be glad to have the 
opinions of your readers upon this important 
subject. ARIBA.

_ Asbestos Bungalow.

Sir,—A great deal depends on the quality 
of the material originally used. Some asbestos 
sheeting is guaranteed for a number of years; 
lower grades are not. Knowing the builders 
and the grade of sheeting used is helpful for 
calculating the life of the asbestos. As the 
bungalow has been up five years the effect 
of the atmosphere, etc., can be seen by a 
close inspection... The sheets should not be 
cracked, especially. round the fixing rails, 
where cracks often occur. Sea-air and rough 


weather will have no serious effect, provided 
the bungalow has been strongly constructed 
and good materials used. The life of one of 
these bungalows, if well constructed, should 
be about 30 years, but with suitable repairs 
it. may he longer. 
bungalow may not last muc

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10 years. The life of asbestos sheeting varies 
considerably, according to its grade. It is 
very important that the local authorities 
should be seen, as they may be considering 
condemning bungalows over a certain age cr 
in certain localities. The land may be badly 
drained or the sea may be encroaching. These 
facts may render the bungalow oi in a 
few years.

Smr,—The finest test of any’ material, ex- 
ternally, is what effect the weather has had 
over a number of years. Many machines 
have been made to determine durability, etc.. 
but nothing lasts without maintenance and 
renovation; experience proves that asbestos 
sheeting of good quality holds up extremely 
well anywhere.

Labour and Materials: Proportions in 
Housing Work. ,

Srr,—I have generally found that work of 
this kind divides itself into equal parts 
for labour and materials. Of the labour 
factor, the division into skilled and unskilled 
varies considerably with the type of con- 
struction, but is again usually about half-and- 
half, the lower labourers’ wages about com- 
pensating for the extra numbers. 
Estimate. 


Str,—To set forth these factors in detail 
would require. much space. If ‘‘ Querist ”’ 
would consult some of the books supplied’ by 
The Builder, including ‘‘ How to Estimate,” 
by J. T. Rea, and ‘The Building Esti- 
mator,’’. by B. Price Davies, he, would find 
much accurate data. on the subject.

Removal of Varnish. 

[Answer to W. V.-W.,”’ January 21.] 

Sir,—There are several practical methods 
for removal of varnish from floors. The 
methods commonly employed .are burning, 
alkali treatment, and solvent action. The 
removal of varnish with a blowlamp flame, 
however, requires care owing to the liability 
to char the floor surface. The nozzle of the 
blowlamp should -be held an inch or two above 
surface, and the varnish pushed off as it is 
softened. A method that is very economical 
and requires a minimum of labour .is removai 
by a good proprietary varnish remover. All 
that is necessary with the varnish remover 
is to ‘brush -it. on the floor surfaces to be 
treated. Allow it to remain for about one 
hour to penetrate; the floor can then be 
easily stripped. After removal of the old 
varnish, wash or wipe over the floor with 
turpentine. 

The following home-made varnish removers 
can be satisfactorily applied: (1) Strong 
ammonia, 1 quart; turpentine, 1 pint; mix 
thoroughly. Apply and allow to stand until 
the varnish is softened. Wipe off the residue 
and wash over the floor surface with vinegar. 
(2) Caustic soda, 2 lb.; water, 1 gallon. Mix 
and apply hot. Wash off the surface to 
neutralise any alkali that remains, then wipe 
over with clean water ;‘and (3) equal parts of 
freshly slaked lime and common washing 
soda, mixed to a creamy consistency with hot 
water. Apply hot, and allow to stand for 
about an hour. Scrape off as much as possible, 
then remove the remainder by scrubbing with

Srr,—-In my opinion, the quantity of soot 
found on sweeping the flue was chiefly from 
a deposit on the bends caused by down 
draught, and therefore a proof that they are 
serving a useful purpose. It is not stated 
whether the house is on a hillside, probably 
with trees in the vicinity; if so the bends 
shown were obviously put in to prevent down 
draught, and appear to be very necessary in 
this rather short stack ; it would be a mistake 
to ease them out. As the ‘stack is on an 
external wall it would be a simple matter 
to insert a soot door, and this would simplify 
sweeping, H. J. H.

THERE are many districts quarrying this 
material, and some kinds of the stone are very 
much ‘harder than others and therefore more 
expensive, being more costly to work. Pre- 
suming the block stone to cost about the same 
as Portland, the labours (ii worked in 
London) would cost ‘about 10 per cent. more, 
with the exception of fixing, etc. In the case 
of plain steps, etc., the preparation is usually 
worked at the quarries where the sawing, etc., 
can be done for about 50 per.cent. less than 
the rates quoted for London-prepared stone. 
It is therefore advisable, where the size of the 
job will permit, to get ordinary Yorkshire 
stone items direct from the quarries, worked 
to the required dimensions.

Granolithic and Artificial Stonework. 

Tuts is usually made of crushed granite 
and Portland cement, either by wet mixing 
or some semi-dry process, placed into a mould 
and pressed. The former seems to give much 
the better result, but is slightly dearer. It 
is often prepared by specialists, although 
there is no difficulty in the manufacture, 
provided the necessary skill and attention 
are used in its construction. Prices will, of 
course, vary with the quantity and quality 
of the work, but the following are for fair 
average quality pre-cast work, delivered on

BRITISH CONSTRUCTIONAL 


STEELWORK ASSOCIATION 
ANNUAL DINNER 


AssuRANCE that the offer of the London 
Builders’ Conference to co-operate with 
the British Constructional Steelwork 
Association was still open was given by | 
Sir Alfred Hurst, K.B.E., C.B., on Thurs- 
day, February 3, at the Savoy Hotel, 
London, when he spoke at the British 
Constructional Steelwork Association 
dinner. 

Sir Alfred, who proposed the toast of 
‘The British Constructional Steelwork Asso- 
ciation,” said’ that the Association had been 
very successful: in the last two years It 
grappling with the many problems which had 
presented themselves. But he would not 
deal with those successes; rather would he 
refer to the position that was likely to face. 
them in the future. They had been fortunate 
in having formed their Association at a time 
when the demand fer steel of all kinds was 
rising, with the result that the whole nation 
had been begging them for steel, and they 


had h- it in their power to charge yw 
bitant jrices. It was to their credit se 
prices sd been maintained at a reasona 


level, but he would not pretend that we 
prices had met with universal ado 
When an architect or a local authority s¢ 
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out invitations to ten or twelve structural 
engineers and got back ten or twelve almost 
identical prices, they must not expect the 
architect or local authority to be happy with 
them. He felt—he might be wrong—that it 
was askiig too much to expect the public to 
get usec to the idea of buying steel struc- 
tures, irrespective of site, conditions of access 
and almost of design, at a uniform price. 
He felt that they were asking a great deal, 
and that in ‘time they would find that it 
would be wise to abandon that policy, or, 
alternatively, introduce some element of com- 
petition into prices to give some indica- 
tion that the prices were reasonable. He 
would not attempt to make any suggestion 
as to how that should be done, for they had 
more experience than he as to the working 
of the Association. They had been inclined 
to copy the analogies of the steel industry, 
whereas they had difficulties to face which 
were‘ very different from those of the steel 
industry. 


The Future. 

The speaker went on to say that he was 
gravely concerned about the future, and 
although no solution common to the British 
Constructional Steelwork Association and the 
London Builders’ Conference could be found, 
there was a great deal they could do to help 
each other. They might not be able to find 
a satisfactory solution without the aid of 
others, and he was wondering whether they 
would be able to maintain the present satis- 
factory loyalty in the Association when less 
prosperous times came. They had been suc- 
cessful, so far, but there was a Chinese 
saying, ‘“‘ Man will obey ethical principles 
when his barns are full.’’ Their barns had 
been full in the last year or two, but he 
heard rumours that there would be a slight 
falling off in the demand and that there was 
less rigid adhesion by some of their members 
to some of the Association’s rules. Did they 
think they would be able to hold their 
members together when they were under- 
going trying conditions? There was much 
the Association and the London Builders’ 
Conference could do to help each other in this 
matter. 

He suggested that the Conference might be 
able to be of assistance to the Association, 
and they, in turn, could be of great assistance 
to the Conference. When the speaker first 
approached the Association the London 
Builders’ Conference had a membership of 
60; now it was close on 100, and an interest 
in their proceedings had been taken by groups 
of builders in other parts of the country. He 
had little doubt that this organisation, whick 
was still in its infancy, could be of help to 
the Association in the future, and it was be- 
cause of that that he wanted to assure them 
that the Conference’s offer of co-operation 
was still open and that he felt that they 
would be able to come to terms that would 
be mutually beneficial. 

In reply, the President, Mr. H. Cunning- 
ham, explained that the fixed price idea 
applied only to a part of the industry and was 
the result of an agreement entered’ upon with 
the steelmakers of this country with regard 
to a schedule of prices. He went on to say 
that if any purchaser was of the opinion that 
he was being unjustly treated with regard 
to the prices submitted to him, he had only 
to refer to the Director of the Association to 
have the matter investigated. 

In reply to certain rumours he had heard, 
the speaker declared, he could say definitely 
that there would be no alteration in the 
price of steel] until the end of 1938. and may- 
be not then. Another matter which he felt 
ought to be mentioned was that the Associa- 
tion had been accused of obstructing progress 
on the subject of welding. If there was one 
subject which the Association had considered, 
it was the advancement of welding in their 
industry; the whole trouble had been that 
they had no data, and they had’ been trying 
for a long time without being satisfied to get 
information not only with regard to the 
saving of steel, but also with regard to the 
cost of welding. a 

Sir William Larke, K.B.E., replying to the 
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toast of ‘‘ The Visitors,’ proposed by Mr. 
Murray B. Buxton, intimated that prices 
would be stabilised in 1938. Deliveries, he 
added, were improving and would continue 
to do so. Mr. James Halliday submitted the 
toast of ‘‘ The Chairman.”

Wuat of timber prices in 1938? Will there 
be a continuance of the high prices rulin 
during most of 1937 or shall we see a genera 
lowering of prime costs? 

Most builders would be keenly interested to 
know the answer to this question, but, 
unfortunately, the future course of events is 
difficult to prophesy with any reasonable 
confidence of accuracy. The most one can 
do is to run through, briefly, the history of 
the past year, and consider what conclusions, 
if any, may be drawn from the result of that 
survey. 

During 1936 prices were at too low an 
economic level : this much may be taken for 
granted. It may further be assumed that 
the price standard for all European softwoods 
is governed mainly if not entirely by condi- 
tions in the Russian market. 

Last year the Russians formulated a very 
definite sales campaign. They divided the 
total amount of wood set aside for shipment 
to this country into definite lots, and 
indicated that each lot would be offered for 
sale on a progressively higher price-schedule 
than the one preceding it. The Scandinavian 
shippers naturally based their initial offers on 
the first Russian schedule and took an 
unusually firm stand regarding any departure 
from the prices they thad fixed. ‘Canadian 
shippers also quoted prices with one eye on 
the Russian schedule. : 

Having been warned by the Russian plan of 
what might be expected later in the season, 
the distributing section of the trade—wharves 
and timker-yards—bought very heavily, with 
the idea of reducing to a minimum the 
amount of stock which they would need to 
purchase at higher prices later on. 

Incredible as it may appear, a large number 
of importers interpreted this heavy buying as 
an indication of ‘‘boom”’ conditions, and 
placed more and more contracts with the 
shippers, at steadily increasing prices, as the 
season progressed. 

For a time business remained fairly brisk, 
owing to distributors who had not already 
sufficiently covered their season’s require- 
ments coming into the market as soon as they 
could afford to do so. Meanwhile, the 
shippers, who had also got the ‘‘ boom ’’ idea 
firmly fixed in their heads, continued to 
advance prices, and, as before, the Canadians 
followed suit. ; 

As the end of the shipping season came in 
sight the demand for forward goods 
dwindled rapidly and at last became prac- 
tically non-existent, leaving the importers 
with comparatively large balances still to 
arrive and a market bare of possible pur- 
chasers. In an endeavour to dispose of these 
balances prices were drastically reduced, in 
some cases to the point of actual Joss. At the 
same time the shippers who, confident of 
obtaining ‘ boom’? prices right up to the 
end, had previously turned down many quite 
reasonable offers, now found themselves with 
substantial unsold stocks still on hand and no 
business forthcoming from this_ side. This 
forced them to revise both their ideas and 
their prices, with the result that those im- 
porters who were not so deeply committed 
were able to make late contracts and offer 
the goods at a profit at approximately similar 


prices to those at which the less far-seeing 
buyers were now attempting to sell. In 
spite of this, however, only a limited demand 
existed for goods at any price, with the result: 
that the year 1937 ended with a considerably 
larger stock of softwoods in the London 
docks (and presumably in London and pro- 
vincial wharves and timber-yards as well) 
than had been the case for many years back, 
and with further balances yet to arrive. 

' So, in considering the possible trend of 
prices during the forthcoming season, we have 
first of all to bear in mind that the year 
starts with a far greater stock of timber 
actually in the country than is usual. 

The Russian situation, up to the present, is 
obscure. Negotiations are proceeding, but 
there appears to be a diversity of opinion on 
several points amongst the importers them- 
selves, and also between the importers as a 
whole and the Soviet representatives. Par- 
ticularly, it is felt that there should be some 
form of safeguard against the unduly high 
proportion of excess freight which last year’s 
c.i.f. contracts imposed on many purchasers, 
especially as there is a general feeling that 
this hardship was largely due to a lack of 
business foresight on the part of the Russian 
shippers. Until a measure of harmony is 
reached between the two negotiating bodies 
we shall not hear what the price basis for 
rig lane shipment and later is likely 
to be. 

The position in Canada, too, is obscure. A 
correspondent writes that there is some doubt 
as to whether the lumber mills—which nor- 
mally close down for a few weeks just now— 
will reopen at the usual time. The trouble, 
of course, is the proposed Anglo-American 
Trade Pact and its possible influence upon 
the export of Douglas fir (‘‘ British Colum- 
bian pine’) from the U.S.A. Here, again, 
we must wait and see.” 

The factors to be taken into consideration, 
then,. may be summarised briefly as 
follows :— 

1. The uneconomic price-level of 1936. 

2. The totally erroneous impression made 
upon the minds of shippers and importers by 
the heavy early buying in 1937 and its un- 
fortunate repercussion upon them later in the 

ear. 

3. Full wharves and timber-yards combined 
with the unusually large balance of unsold 
wood stocks. : 

4. The, at present, obscure situation as 
regards Russian timber. 

5. The possible effects of the proposed 
Anglo-American Trade Pact upon the export 
of Douglas fir from Canada, 

Weighing them up carefully, it would seem 
that there is a likelihood that prices for 
first-open-water (May-July) shipments may 
approximate more or less to a point about 
midway between the lowest and highest levels 
of last year’s trading and remain much more 
stable throughout the year than was the case 
in 1937. : 

A slight easing of prices during the pro- 
gress of the season would seem to be quite a 
reasonable possibility. 


This forecast—advanced, in the circum- 
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stances, with a certain amount of trepidation 
—leaves out of account the possibility of a 
building ‘‘ boom ”’ or other unforeseen factor 
which, of course, might materially alter the 
situation. In any case, it is hoped that the 
facts have been indicated with sufficient 
clarity to enable any reader who so desires, 
to form his individual opinion. : 
* 

Since the foregoing notes were written it 
has become evident that newly arriving 
balances are being taken up even more slowly 
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than was anticipated; consequently stocks are 
rapidly piling up in the docks. This accumu- 
lation of, for the present, unwanted stock is 
bound to affect the price situation adversely, 


‘and it now seems likely that opening prices 


will be on at least as low a level as last year, 


if not slightly lower. 


‘It must be remembered, however, that the 
abnormal conditions now prevailing are of a 


_ strictly temporary character, and there is at 
-present no justification for anticipating a 
-falling market throughout 1938.

BRITISH AND AMERICAN 
BUILDING 


A COMPARISON OF METHODS. . 

Ar a recent conference in London of the 
executives of Messrs. John Laing and Son, 
Ltd., building and engineering contractors, 
Mill Hill, London, an interesting lecture upon 
his visit to America was given by Mr. John 
Laing, Governing Director of the firm. 

In the course of his lecture, in which he 
compared English and American building 
methods, *Mr. tas g said :—‘‘ In this country 
you can buy a comfortable, convenient and 
well-built modern house from reputable 
builders for £650 to £1,250, but you would 
need £2,000 at least in the U.S.A. for a 
similar property, or be compelled to dwell in 


what is known as a ‘ blighted area ’. 


In America there were: beautiful houses for 
those who could afford £2,000 and over. They 
were varied in design, and usually had a wide 
land frontage, but rarely any great depth of 
ground. Such houses were well equipped and 
on modern lines, but it seemed that hardly 
anything had been done for the ‘smaller 
man,’’ who was forced to occupy tenements 
in sections around the business centres. © 


However, President: Roosevelt and others 


were trying to make the nation ‘‘ housing con- 
scious.’ ; : 

The noisiness of the cities and their build- 
ings impressed Mr. Laing. Apparently really 
silent residential skyscrapers have yet to be 
erected in U.S.A. He also found that the 
operatives in. the building trade received high 
pay compared with those in this country, -but 
they were really not so well off because of 
the large amount of “ lost time.’’ Employers 
calculated that the men made 180 days work 
in a year, but the employees estimated it as 
low as an average of 140 days. Immediately 
a job was finished the men were “ laid off.”’ 


In road-contracting, conditions were worse 
as they had only about 120 working days 
and practically the road contracts close 
down for the winter. The U.S. builders did 
not seem to work any harder than those in 
this country, but great care was taken of the 
minutes—they started right on the minute— 
and also to eliminate waste of any description. 

Concluding, Mr. Laing discussed the possi- 
bility of the elimination of waste in his own 
business, and the using of the savings to pro- 
vide better conditions for his workers, and 


- better value still for the purchasers of Laing 


houses. 
During the course of his stay in America 
Mr. Laing was consulted. on the subject of 
making the Americans housing conscious 
the Committee of Economic Recovery in 
ew ‘York, Philadelphia, Washington, 
Chicago, Detroit and Canada, and was invited 
to advise upon American building and housin 
roblems, and to give his experience o 
nglish practice
